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This is a decision on the petition filed 04 August 1997 under 37 CFR 1.182 requesting 
a change in the names of two of the inventors named in the international application. More 
specifically requesting that the second listed inventor be changed from Tomoo Katsume to 
Asao Katsume and the third listed inventor be changed from Hirouki Saito to Hiroyuki Saito. 

On 17 April 1997, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage 
in the United States which was accompanied by, inter alia,: the requisite basic national fee as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1); and an English translation of the international application. 
Applicants submitted a declaration executed by Tadamitsu Kishimoto, Asao Katsume, and 
Hiroyuki Saito. 

On 02 June 1997 the United States Designated/Elected Office mailed a Notification of 
Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating that an oath 
or declaration and the surcharge for filing the oath or declaration later than 30 months trom 
the priority date as required by 37 CFR 1.492(e) must be filed. The notification set a one 
month time limit in which to respond. 

On 04 August 1997, applicants filed the present petition requesting that the names be 
changed. The petition request that the name of the second listed inventor be changed from 
Tomoo Katsume to Asao Katsume and the third listed inventor be changed from Hirouki 
Saito to Hiroyuki Saito. Applicants have stated that the Japanese symbols on the international 
apphcation were incorrectly translated in Asao Katsume's name and that Hiroyuki was 
misspelled. 
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The papers were aceompanied by a statemer,. from Takashi Ishida stating the 

following: 

The second inventor's first name. Asm. is wrxtten ^^l^^^^f^^^, 
characters) ... In the kanji . . .can be translated as e.ther lomo or Asa . 

In the request of the original PCT application, we have mistakenly 
translated as " Tomo ". instead of translaton as "Asa". 

Regarding the third inventor, his last name on the original PCT 
applicaJ^n wt fnd.cated "Hirouki" by a typographical error when .s should 
have been "Hiroyuki".
